THIS HUNGRY WORLD 


Week by week, for the last two 
years, we have been told about 
this hungry world, that bread is ra-'! 
tioned in almost all overseas count- 
ries, and that millions of people 
are recéiving insufficient bread. 
Considering all this it seems queer ; 
to read that the Dominion Goverré. 
ment at the recent Dominion-Pro- 
vincia} Agricultural Conference 
made no recommendations for an 
increase in Canadian wheat acre- 
age. The Government “presumed 
the Conference would use the 
same targets (acreage) as last 
year.”’ Last year, it will be remem- 
bered, in spite of the great world 
Shortage of wheat, this same Do- 
minion-Provincial. Conference re- 
commended. an acreage of 1.9 mil-. 
lion below the acreage that was 
seeded in 1946. Is not Canada, then 
one might ask, to assume some 
responsibility in increasing the 
production of mankind’s sorely 
needed food — wheat —? One 
acre sown to wheat, it will be re- 
membered, will support five times 
as many people as will the same 
acreage sown to grains which are 
fed to livestock. Wheat is the food 
the world is now crying for. Can- 
ada could easily, and without any 
strain, sew an additional 5 mil- 
lion acres to wheat this coming 
spring out of her 19 million acres 
of summerfallow to -help to pro- 
vide gdditional bread for a hungry 
world. The United States last in- 
creased wheat dcreage by 6 mil- 
lion- acres. Should not Canada al- 
so do her full share?
